The  era  in  which  we  are  living  may  well  be  designated  by  future  historians  as  the  Age  of  Paradox : 
We  are  the  most  affluent  people  in  history,  yet  there  are  literally  millions  in  our  country  who  are  not  even 
living  on  a  subsistence  level;  we  are  dying  by  the  thousands  in  foreign  countries  to  preserve  democracy, 
yet  continue  to  deny  a  sizeable  segment  of  our  own  people  the  most  basic  rights  to  which  human  beings 
are  entitled  by  nature;  we  are  the  most  technically  advanced  nation  in  the  history  of  mankind,  yet  we  are 
destroying  our  natural  resources,  polluting  our  atmosphere  and  steadily  making  our  environment  unin- 
habitable— but  why  continue  this  litany  of  the  irrational.  They  are  only  symptomatic  of  a  much  more 
fundamental  paradox;  we  are  the  most  talked  to,  talked  at,  and  talked  with  people  in  the  world,  yet  no 
one  is  listening,  young  or  old. 

Scott  Buchanan,  the  Socrates  of  the  United  States,  once  said  that  to  understand  another's  sentence  is 
more  intimate  than  a  kiss.  That  is  a  beautifully  profound  observation.  A  kiss,  as  intimate  as  it  should  be, 
can  be  merely  a  physical  and  meaningless  contact.  But  to  understand  afiothei'  requires  becoming  one  with 
that  other  in  a  relationship  which  transcends  the  physical.  It  is,  in  fact,  a  union  many  lovers  never  achieve. 
You  cannot,  in  short,  understand  another  without  listening  and  without  being  convinced  that  everyone, 
sooner  or  later,  will  say  something  worthwhile. 

In  conclusion,  I  cannot  conceive  of  individuals  in  a  society  who  are  trying  to  understand  each  other 
achieving  anything  less  than  mutual  respect,  the  foundation  for  any  human  endeavor  which  has  even  the 
remotest  chance  of  success.  My  wish  for  you,  therefore,  is  that  you  understand  another's  sentences.

Student  Faculty  Forum 


This  year  was  marked  by  the  introduction  of  a  Student  Faculty  Forum  to  replace  the  traditional  Student  Council.  The 
idea  of  an  open  forum  was  conceived  as  a  result  of  varied  attempts  to  reorganize  the  Student  Council  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  The  idea  was  developed  and  a  vote  overwhelmingly  showed  student  support  for  the  project. 

The  primary  function  of  the  forum  is  to  act  as  a  means  of  communication  between  the  student  body  and  the  faculty. 
Volunteer  moderators  and  secretaries  keep  order  at  each  meeting.  Any  student  or  faculty  member  may  notify  the  moderator 
of  any  problem  which  might  warrant  open  discussion  between  faculty  and  students.  Each  item  is  placed  on  an  agenda  which 
is  used  to  plan  discussions  at  each  meeting.  When  a  solution  to  any  problem  is  suggested,  a  committee  is  formed  to  try  and 
put  into  action,  the  ideas  formulated  by  the  forum. 

The  forum  has  been  a  partial  success.  Although  there  have  been  in  excess  of  fifty  students  at  each  meeting,  faculty  sup- 
port seems  to  be  lacking.  The  forum  has  already  effected  several  changes.  Attendance  to  school  assemblies  is  now  voluntary. 
Instead  of  one  Activity  Period  per  week,  the  forum  has  been  able  to  schedule  two  per  week.  Also,  every  morning  the  doors 
of  the  A  wing  are  opened  so  that  the  students  who  arrive  early  are  not  required  to  stay  in  the  cafeteria. 

The  Student  Faculty  Forum  is  generally  considered  to  be  an  improvement  over  the  Student  Council.  Hopefully,  the  minor 
flaws  which  have  arisen  this  year  will  be  corrected  in  future  years.
